Drug-related death: Nicole Robertson 


Police volunteer caught smoking cannabis with 
drug dealers died of overdose, coroner rules

A young police volunteer died from 
a lethal dose of painkillers shortly 
after officers caught her drinking 
and smoking cannabis with known 
drug dealers. 

Kingston University student 
Nicole Robertson, 19, was found 
dead on April 18, 2013, the night 
after a gathering in her room was 
broken up by police in the early 
hours. 

At an inquest on Tuesday, West 
London Coroner’s Court heard 
how police officers told the second- 
year criminology student her cur¬ 
rent lifestyle “was not compatible” 
with a future career in the force, 
and that because she was a volun¬ 
teer at Kingston police station, the 
incident would need to be reported. 

Her body was found in bed 


the following evening. 

An unsent text message, which 
coroner Chinyere Inyama de¬ 
scribed as a possible suicide note, 
was also found on her phone. 

Robert Merrett, acting inspector 
for Kingston police, said officers 
only called by the house as they 
were investigating reports of a se¬ 
ries of thefts from cars in the area. 

But they found Ms Robertson 
drinking and smoking cannabis in 
her room with three men - two of 
whom were known drug dealers. 

Insp Merrett said: “We spoke to 
her about whether there were any 
breaches of police security. 

“She was advised that we would 
have to report the situation and 
told this sort of lifestyle is not com¬ 
patible with her role.” 

Insp Merrett said police did not 
feel there was any cause for con¬ 
cern regarding her welfare when 
they left the property, at about 4am. 

But housemate Olivia Salt said 


Ms Robertson’s mood changed 
after the police intervention, from 
“drunk and giggly” to “muted”. 

Both she and fellow housemate 
Hannah Lowthian heard Ms 
Robertson shouting, followed by 
retching and vomiting noises. 

Ms Salt said “Nicole was shouting 
‘You’ve ruined my life’. I thought 
she was on the phone to someone.” 

Ms Robertson did not answer her 
door despite Ms Salt knocking re¬ 
peatedly. 

Ms Lowthian called police that 
evening, after Ms Robertson failed 
to respond to calls, texts and door- 
knocks from worried friends. 

She was found lying on her bed 
and pronounced dead at the scene. 

Toxicology tests found lethal lev¬ 
els of paracetemol and propranolol 
in Ms Robertson’s body. 

Mother Fiona Robertson said she 
was prescribed propranolol for 
migraines. 

She said: “She was studying 


criminology at university and she 
was very serious about it. 

“She was very much looking for¬ 
ward to joining the police and she 
was very proud of joining the po¬ 
lice as a volunteer. 

“I think [being warned by police] 
was the most devastating for her.” 

Recording a drug-related death, 
coroner Chinyere Inyama said al¬ 
though he was satisfied Ms Robert¬ 
son took a deliberate overdose, he 
could not be sure she intended to 
kill herself. 

He said: “There was a text mes¬ 
sage which was never sent which 
could amount to what is commonly 
known as a suicide note. 

“But there are cases where 
people kill themselves and do not 
leave a note and others where peo¬ 
ple leave a note but do not kill 
themselves. 

“The word tragedy is often used 
but this is a case where it certainly 
applies.”

Mayor’s message of support to those affected by ferry disaster 

Thoughts and sympathy’ 
for Korean ferry families

The mayor of Kingston has 
sent out a message of support 
to South Koreans across the 
borough after the ferry disas¬ 
ter left many thinking of 
home. 

The ship Sewol, which was 
sailing from Incheon in the 
north-west to the southern is¬ 
land of Jeju, capsized carry¬ 
ing 476 people last week. 

Rescuers tried to find sur¬ 
vivors in the ferry disaster 
but fears are that those still 
missing have died. 

The confirmed death toll 
was 108, with more than 190

passengers still missing, as 
this paper went to press. 

Kingston mayor Councillor 
Penny Shelton read a speech 
in a minute-long Youtube 
video released last Thursday. 

She said: “I know there are 
many residents in New 
Malden and other parts of 


the borough will have con¬ 
nections to family or friends 
in South Korea who have di¬ 
rectly or indirectly been af¬ 
fected by this tragedy. 

“Our thoughts, sympathy 
and support are with you all 
in these sad times.” 

Christopher Kwon, chair¬ 
man of the Kingston Korean 
Residents’ Association, said: 
“All our residents are very 
sad by this. We feel awful 
even if we are not actually 
involved. 

“We are watching the news 
to see what’s going on and we 
are refraining from doing 
anything cheerful.” 

The ferry is believed to 
have sunk within two hours 
of getting into trouble and 


crew members have since 
been arrested and criticised 
for not evacuating passen¬ 
gers safely, with South Kore¬ 
an President Park Geun-hye 
calling the act “akin to 
murder”. 

Liberal Democrat Kingston 
and Surbiton MP Edward 
Davey tweeted: “Thinking 
about and praying for the Ko¬ 
rean families who have lost 
loved ones in the ferry disas¬ 
ter or who are waiting anx¬ 
iously to hear.” 

Conservative leader Coun¬ 
cillor Howard Jones wrote on 
Facebook: “Our prayers at 
this sad time for our Korean 
community and the families 
of those involved in the 
tragedy unfolding.” 



Banner sees ‘no road’ campaign step up a gear 


Latchmere Lane residents 
have placed a banner reading 
No Road Through Here on the 
perimeter fence of Latchmere 
House, writes Ben Naylor. 

The protest is in response to 
Berkley Homes’ plans to build 
a road for new houses on the

Latchmere Lane resident

Richmond Liberal Democrat 
Councillor Sir David Williams 
said: “We have always been 
sceptical about Berkeley 
Homes’ reasons for proposing 
a second entrance from Latch¬ 
mere Lane.

be 89 homes.” 

Latchmere House, on the 
border of Kingston and Rich¬ 
mond, was once a hospital.

Couple with baby broke into empty flat to squat 

‘Desperate’ family 
resort to squatting

A family with a six-month-old 
baby say they resorted to 
squatting in an empty one- 
bedroom Tolworth council flat 
out of desperation after spot¬ 
ting it was empty. 

Unemployed builder Marlon 
Pede, 43, said he climbed in 
through an unfastened win¬ 
dow in the ground-floor flat in 
Chaffinch Road earlier this 
month before changing the 
locks and moving his girl¬ 
friend Clare MacDonald, 21, 
and son Dre in. 

The couple slept on a mat¬ 
tress on a bare concrete floor, 
while Dre was asleep in a car 
seat. 

They were escorted out on 
Wednesday, April 16, by five 
police officers and two council 
workers, shortly after the de¬ 
livery of two second-hand 
sofas from the Fircroft Trust 
charity shop. 

Mr Pede said before he was 
evicted: “We thought we were 
trying for squatters’ rights. 
We have tried every avenue to 
do it properly. Normally I 


wouldn’t do that, but because 
of the nature of the situation I 
would climb through a fire if 
it put a roof over my son’s 
head.” 

He claimed the flat had been 
empty for five or six months 
and he had noticed it because 
a friend lived in the block. 

The couple moved to Eng¬ 
land from Guernsey in 
August 2013, but have been un¬ 
able to find work and are cur¬ 
rently claiming jobseeker’s 
allowance. 

They had also tried to get a 
flat with Hillingdon Council. 

Mr Pede’s other daughter 
Jade is living with his mother, 
he said. 

Miss MacDonald, an ex¬ 
beauty student, said: “We are 
both trying to find work. This 
was the only way to get their 
attention.” 

The family said they had 
slept in a car on the Wednes¬ 
day night after being evicted 
from the Tolworth flat. 

Councillor Gaj Walloopillai, 
opposition lead for better 
homes, said: “I don’t condone 
squatting, but the council has 
a responsibility to address 
homelessness. 


“This is the most shocking 
case I have heard of. It is com¬ 
pounded by the fact that they 
have a small child but it is ter¬ 
rible regardless.” 

But Councillor Patricia 
Bamford, lead member for 
better homes, said: “If you had 
earmarked a property to move 
into and someone moved 
themselves in there you 
wouldn’t like it would you? 

“I do feel sympathy; housing 
is a serious issue.” 

A spokesman for the 
Kingston Federation of Resi¬ 
dents said: “The lack of 
adequate social housing is 
rapidly becoming the number 
one problem not just in this 
borough but right across 
Greater London and the 
south-east.” 

Kingston Council has 
brought more than 800 empty 
homes back into use since 2010 
by negotiating with owners 
and giving them grants to do 
up properties. 

But there are still about 7,000 
people left on the council 
house waiting list, Coun Ban- 
ford said. 

The family has now been 
housed by Hillingdon Council. 


Parking chief’s contract not 


The man who oversaw a 
bumper year for parking fines 
in the borough has been let go 
as part of a cost-cutting 
scheme. 

Kingston Council’s interim 
parking manager John McAr- 
dle’s 12-month contract was 
not renewed at the beginning 
of this month, and his job will 
not be filled, a council 
spokesman said. 

Kingston’s £4,856,982 fines 
revenue in 2013 put it fourth 
out of 187 councils from across 
the UK which supplied figures, 
behind Haringey, Barnet and 
Westminster. 

It also took more than 
£800,000 between September 
and March after taking over 
the enforcement of moving vi¬ 
olations fines from police, in¬ 
cluding for stopping in box 
junctions. 

The council spokesman said: 
“We thank [Mr McArdle] for 
his contribution and wish him 
well for the future.” 

Council leader Councillor 
Liz Green said: “It’s not about 
raising money. It’s about en¬ 
forcing traffic regulations, 
which are there for a reason. I 
don’t see an irony.” 

Mr McArdle said: “I’d say 
that the impact of the current 
financial climate is wide rang¬ 
ing, but it would be improper 
of me to comment on how it 
might affect the council. 

“In terms of my own activity 
I was particularly pleased with 
successfully taking over the 
enforcement of moving traffic 
contraventions from the police 
and improving links between 
the service and the business 
community.” 


But David Mark, of Berry- 
lands, who was hit with a box 
junction fine last year, said: 
“Cost can’t be a legitimate rea¬ 
son since they’re already col¬ 
lecting such huge sums from 
the public. 

“They need to be managing 
the whole process in a thor¬ 
ough and competent way. It 
needs to be staffed by senior 
managers. Otherwise, what 
hope is there for the people 
who use Kingston’s roads?” 

As honorary treasurer of the 
British Parking Association, 
Mr McArdle told members in a 
budget speech last year that 
belts were being tightened in 
the “age of austerity”. 

A keen tweeter, he only occa¬ 
sionally talks shop online, 
though he praised improve¬ 
ments in car park manage¬ 
ment, and noted a particularly 
egregious instance of bad 
parking in which an ice cream 
van had ignored double red 
lines and no-parking cones. 

Councillors decided in 
February that management of 
Kingston Council-owned car 
parks, such as the Rose and the 
Cattle Market, will be handed 
to a private contractor, and re¬ 
sponsibility for enforcing 
street parking bays would be 
negotiated jointly with Sutton 
Council. 

Between 2008 and 2013 the 
council issued more than 
200,000 parking fines worth 
more than £8.7m. 

By law, profit from the fines 
must go to fund off-street 
parking, road maintenance, 
public transport, or projects 
approved by the Mayor of 
London.

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Winter is a busy 
time of year for the 
NHS. Accidents 
and emergency 
departments 
across the country 
are usually at 
their busiest with 
increased demands 
from patients with 
a wide range of 
conditions. Most 
hospitals prepare 
for this increased 
demand on their 
A&E services well 
ahead of the winter 
months but the 
sheer number of 
visits from more 
people going to 
A&E for treatment 
is still very 
challenging. For 
some people, A&E is 
an alternative when 
their GP practice 
is closed or they have difficulty making a 
suitable appointment at their GP practice. 

This winter, the accident and emergency in 
Kingston Hospital received nearly 7000 visits 
in the three months leading to November 
2013 at the cost of over £460k. For people 
requiring immediate emergency treatment 
or in a life threatening situation, A&E is the 
best place for them. However, for almost 15% 
of people visiting Kingston Hospital’s A&E 
department (who did not require treatment at 
A&E or follow up), an alternative local health 
service might have been more convenient and 
appropriate for them. 

Local people are encouraged to call NHS 
111 for urgent, medical advice and also 
help in choosing the service that is right 


for them. Kingston CCG is working with a 
range of partners on initiatives both within 
and outside hospital to ease the pressures 
on A&E, to help Kingston Hospital maintain 
its ‘four hour waiting time’ target and to 
increase awareness of local health service 
alternatives to A&E.

Cash buyers fuel house boom 



The Mayor of London, Boris 
Johnson, has launched 
proposals for a new 
investment scheme designed 
to accelerate house building 
and help deliver thousands 
more low cost homes. 

The London Housing Bank 
scheme would loan up to 
£200m to development 
partners to help them speed 
up the building of around 
3,000 homes on large scale 
multi-phase schemes, which 
already have planning 
consent. These homes would 
then be let to Londoners at 
low cost rent, below the 
market rate, for a 10 year 
period before being sold on, 
with the loan repaid to City 
Hall. 

Research conducted by 
City Hall suggests that 
planning consents have been 
granted for around 200,000 
homes in London which 


have not yet been built, a 
figure that is sometimes 
confused with developers 
land banking sites. However 
around three quarters of 
these consents are on large, 
multi-stage regeneration 
developments of more than 
500 homes which can take 
many years to complete. 
Often this is due to the 
funding and sales 
constraints which can limit 
the pace of building. 

Through the proposed 
London Housing Bank, the 
mayor would help to fast 
track these developments, 
completing them several 
years earlier than 
traditional house building 
methods allow. 

The mayor is consulting 
organisations within the 
housing industry on the 
proposals. The closing date 
for responses is May 21. 


Cash buyers and first time 
buyers (FTBs) are more 
active than any other buyer 
groups and are driving 
growth in both housing 
market transactions and 
prices. 

That’s according to new 
research from Hamptons 
International which says that 
during 2013 the number of 
cash buyers grew by a third 
while data from the CML 
shows the number of FTBs 
with a mortgage grew by 
almost a quarter. 

In 2013,350,000 properties 
were purchased with cash, 
equating to 36 per cent of the 
market in England and Wales, 
the highest number since 
2007. Meanwhile, 28 per cent 
of the market was accounted 
for by FTBs with mortgages. 

Johnny Morris, head of 
research at Hamptons 
International, said: “Cash 
buyers have been at the 
vanguard of the housing 
market recovery in recent 


months, with the number of 
cash buyers increasing at a 
faster rate than those 
purchasing with a mortgage. 

“This comes at a time when 
the number of properties 
available to buy is five per 
cent lower than this time last 
year (in London this figure 
rises to 20 per cent).” 

Hamptons International 
says its research highlights 
how the increased activity of 
cash and first time buyers is 
an important factor to the 
shortage of housing stock. 

Mr Morris added: “The 
increase in numbers of first 
time and cash buyers without 
a property to sell has meant 
fewer homes coming to the 
market. Low levels of stock 
have been a factor driving 
rapid price increases, 
particularly in the south of 
England. 

“Until we see more owners 
moving home, who have 
properties to sell as well as 
buy, the shortage of homes 


for sale is likely to continue. 
The result being that 2014 
looks to remain, resolutely a 
sellers’ market.” 

Hamptons International’s 
research shows 70 per cent of 
cash buyers in 2013 weren’t 
selling a property to fund 
their purchase at the point of 
sale. 

Some cash buyers, such as 


downsizers bought and sold a 
house at the same time, which 
meant there was no increase 
in the stock of property for 
sale. 

Others, such as second 
home buyers or buy-to-let 
investors, snap up available 
stock for sale, without adding 
to it, at least in the short 
term.
